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The attraction which Christ exerts 
over the heart of mankind can be 
understood only in the light of His 
deity. There can be no greater 
absurdity than to claim that, apart 
from the supernatural, the Babe of 
Bethlehem could today command the 
homage of millions of devout hearts 
among all the people of the earth. We 
must remember that nineteen cen- 
turies have passed since He dwelt 
among men; that the pitiless light of 
these centuries has been turned on 
Him in searching and _ unfriendly 
scrutiny; that every device of human 
wisdom has been requisitioned to undo 
Him, to disown His work, to discredit 
His teaching, to disprove His claims. 

The wise have dismissed Him as a 
myth, or condemned Him as an im- 
poster, or patronized Him as the best 
man, but only a man. Some who 
claim to be His superdisciples and who 
feed on the loaves and fishes which 
His miraculous name supplies even to 
this day, deny His deity while pro- 
fessing to extol His moral goodness— 
a species of intellectual gymnastics 
impossible outside the circle of the 
morally disjointed. Even the multi- 
tude of His sincere followers unwit- 
tingly lend comfort to His foes, be- 
cause, through human frailty, they fall 
short of attaining the excellency of 
character which should be the fruit 
of their good confession. Yet, in spite 
of all this, He remains the only 
universal personage of history, the 
only One who wears befittingly the 
sublime titles: THE SON OF GOD,

No, a babe born of a poor untimely

of a broken race which reaches out

He came out of the heavens, 
Emmanuel, God with us.

Whatever men make of it in celebrat- 
ing His birthday, the meaning of 
Christmas has been expressed once 
for all by the heavenly messenger, 
“Behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all 
people. For unto you is born this day 





Christ the Lord.” This is a part 0 
the story of the birth of Jesus. It is a 
narrative of circumstances connected 
with the greatest birth of the ages, 
yet it consists of so few words that it 
requires but a moment to read them. 
While Jerusalem lay rapt in slumber 
it never dreamed that He of whom the 
prophets of Israel had spoken, was at 
hand. His welcome was a meager one, 
but it has been left to the ages to see, 
in the glowing light of earthly history 
and in the triumphs of the religion He 
came to establish, the grandeur of His 
nature and the importance of His 
advent among men. 

The earth needed a Savior. The 
efforts that men put forth to save 
themselves or their fellows were 
abortive. Science, philosophy, law, 
sought at times but in vain. Song 
could not save men, nor art, nor sculp- 
ture, nor learning. A divine Savior 
must come, and Jesus is the Savior 
the earth needs. He has proven Him- 
self to be such. Jesus was the fulfill- 
ment of prophecy. Where Jesus was 
to be born was foretold seven hundred 
years before His birth. The event was 
not to occur in Jerusalem, the greatest 
city of the Jews; nor was it to take 
place in Rome, the metropolis of the 
world: but in little Bethlehem of 
Judea, and because Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem, that town shall hold 
unique place in the esteem of me 
until the end shall come. It was a 
providentially ordered event. She who 
was to give birth to the world’s Savior 
resided in Nazareth. 

How shall prophecy be fulfilled that 
Jesus be born in Bethlehem of Judea?

From limestone cavern, we are 
taken by the evangelist to the long 
grassy slopes which stretch to the 
east of the Jewish city. Hidden in 
some nook of these slopes rest pious 
shepherds. Shep- 
herds have always 
been a meditative 
class of men, ac- 
customed to the 
sweet silences of 
nature, and, apart 
from the bustle 
and stir of cities, 
invited to quiet 
communion with 
their own hearts.

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Church of God Moves On 
With Great Momentum

MOMENTUM OF LAST YEAR 
Last Assembly year was marked with one success after another. Every month 
showed gains evangelistically and financially over the same period of the 
previous year. The progress was often so great that we wondered if this 
momentum could continue. Our net increase of membership last year was more 
than eleven per cent, and despite priorities and the scarcity of building mate- 
rials, we gained in property value more than two million dollars. 


MOMENTUM CONTINUES 
We have begun this Assembly year with greater momentum than last year. 
I believe our ministers are doing the best work this year of any time in the 
history of the Church of God. Last year, during the first three months of the 
Assembly year—-August, September, and October—there was indeed a great 
work accomplished, but our work and success this year far exceeds that of last 
year. Following is a table comparing our work and accomplishments for August, 
September, and October with the same months of last year:

Building materials are being released 
and our pastors and churches are 
waking up to the realization that when 
we have better church houses to invite 
people into we will have _ better 
churches. A great many foundations 
for church houses and parsonages 
have been laid since the General As-

Now, what is in a name anyhow? 
Well, I consider that there is much in 
aname.Iwas born in Cincinnati, 
Ohio. My father’s given name was 
John. There was another man in that 
city bearing the name of John Spence. 
My father was expecting a goodly sum 
of money by mail and by some mis- 
take it fell into the hands of this 
other man, but he happened to be an 
honest man and knew of my father’s 
existence and, knowing no money was 
due him, he hunted my father up and 
turned the money over to him. This 
happened shortly before I was_ born. 
My father consulted with my mother 
and they decided to give me an un- 
common name, so they named me Col- 
lingwood, an almost unheard of name. 

Shortly after the close of the War 
Between the States, a group of men 
formed a company and embarked in- 
to a life insurance business. They had 
quite a controversy as to what name 
they should adopt. At last they de- 
cided to name it the Robert E. Lee Life 
Insurance Company, so they consulted 
with Robert E. Lee and, I was in- 
formed, offered him $50,000 as their 
final concession, but he refused to 
allow them to use his name for their 
business. 

The angel of the Lord told Mary 
that her child should be called Jesus. 
That is the name that is above all 
other names, and I doubt that any 
child born since then has been named 
Jesus. So you see there is everything 
in a name. I might mention many 
names and tell their significance but 
space will not permit. The angel con- 
tinued, 

“He shall be great, and shall be 
called the Son of the Highest: and 
the Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And he 
shall reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever; and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end ....

Germany had just received a ship- 
ment of Bibles from America and had 
distributed them to three churches in 
his sector. “I wish you could have 
seen the German ministers when I 
gave them the Bibles,” he wrote to 
the American Bible Society from 
Kassel, Germany. 

“One of the ministers cried because 
he was so happy,” the chaplain’s 
letter continued. “They have not been 
able to get any Bibles during the last 
five years.” 

It will be a long time before there 
will be enough Bibles to go around 
in the war devastated countries of 
Europe and Asia. For years there has 
been no paper for Bibles or men to 
print them. Printing presses and 
plates have been destroyed by succes- 
sive bombings. The dearth of Bibles 
in the occupied and Axis countries of 
Europe was acutely felt as early as 
1942. 

Bibles were literally read to dust. 
Typewritten sheets or handwritten 
pages painstakingly copied were cir- 
culated among those who looked to 
the Bible for life and hope and com- 
fort. 

Now at long last the Bible-starved 
peoples of these countries are begin- 
ning to receive copies of the Word of 
Life. And the relief of those first 
lucky few, like the ministers of Kassel, 
is pitiful to tell about. 

During the past year, the American 
Bible Society sent 262,111 Bibles, 
Testaments, and Gospels to civilians 
in war devastated and liberated areas. 
These have gone to Italy, Norway, 
Holland, France, and the Philippine 
Islands. Shipments have also gone to 
U. S. Army and Navy chaplains for 
distribution among churches and 
civilians in Germany. 

Two hundred thousand Testaments 
for the Chinese people are now in 
preparation. Almost twelve million 
more Gospels and Testaments are 
ordered for shipment during the next 
few years. For Japanese Christians in 
Japan and islands of the Pacific, the 
American Bible Society has om hand 
almost 40,000 Testaments and Gospels 
and will shortly print an additional 
65,000 for future needs. 

In another way the past year has 
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ters in modern missionary history. 
During 1944-45, the American Bible 
Society placed Bibles in the hands of 
an unprecedented number of pris- 
oners of war of all nations and is still 
continuing to do so. 

Supplying prisoners of war with 
Bibles has been one of the main activ- 
ities of the American Bible Society 
since the beginning of the war, but in 
the year just past the rapid advance 
of the Allied armies in Europe and the 
Pacific swelled the numbers of Axis 
prisoners behind our lines. 

Immediately letters began to pour 
into American Bible Society head- 
quarters from chaplains with APO 
numbers in New York and San 
Francisco. They wanted Bibles in 
forty-two different languages. “Send 
us Bibles in Polish,” they begged. “In 


Croatian ...in Japanese... in Rus- 
Sian ... in Greek.” 
The demand for Scriptures in 


German was particularly heavy. Dur- 
ing November, 1944, the chaplain in 
the European theatre of operations 
asked for 100,000 Testaments and 
50,000 Gospels in German. A little 
later he said he needed more. In 
April, 1945, he asked for everything 
available in German. 

But still this was not enough. In 
July of this year the first of 450,000 
German New Testaments left New 
York for the European theatre. These 
quantities may be later increased. 
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In all, last year, American, British, 
French, and other allied prisoners of 
war in German camps, and German, 
Italian, and Japanese prisoners in 
Allied camps received a total of 1,281,- 
032 Bibles, Testaments, or Bible por- 
tions through the American Bible 
Society. 

How were these received?—by pris 
oners of both sides with infinite relief. 
One Swiss Protestant pastor described 
his visit to a prisoner of war camp in 
France. He found a young soldier 
holding Protestant services for his 
prison mates because there was no 
minister to do it. He had no Bible,( 
only a small military song book. When 
the Swiss pastor brought the Bibles 
the young prisoner’s face lit up. He 
handled the books joyfully, like a 
child receiving beautiful gifts, the 
Swiss churchman said. 

This was not just one man’s re- 
action in a single prisoner of war 
camp. Dr. W. A. Visser t’Hooft, whose 
work with the World Council of 
Churches’ office in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, brought him in touch with the 
religious experiences of prisoners of 
war in both Allied and Axis camps, 
put it in this way: 

“When you were alone in your 





prison, having the Bible was one thing 
that made you feel, well, the opposite 
of lonely, that made you feel you had 
a companion in prison, that you were 
being talked to in prison, and talked 
to in such a way that you were given 
consolation and deep encourage- 
ment.”—American Bible Society.

I hear from every direction 
of big building programs being 
planned and many are now well under 
way. I wish I could tell you in this 
article of the many new church houses 
that are going up over the country, 
and the quality of these buildings is 
far in excess of the common holiness 
church buildings that have been built 
throughout the United States. Many 
of them are brick or of other masonry 

construction. 


ALABAMA LAUNCHES OUT 

The State of Alabama is in the 
midst of one of the greatest church 
building programs I have ever known. 
During the last fifteen months they 
have built new, remodeled, and are 
now in the process of building, 
forty-two church houses, and Brother 
Roberts, the state overseer, tells me 
that most of them are very nice, 
modern, masonry-constructed build- 
ings. I recently visited some of the 
churches around Birmingham and 
saw the foundation where Powderly 
church (under the leadership of 
Brother Raymond Morse) was begin- 
ning a new building and parsonage, 
which would cost approximately fifty 
thousand dollars. 

Alabama is also preparing for one 
of the greatest camp meetings in the 
Church of God. They have purchased 
fourteen acres with a fronting of 1,481 
feet on a double-lane highway be- 
tween Birmingham and _ Bessemer. 
The two towns are about five miles 
apart and the campground will be 
located about half way between the 
two cities. The highway is electrically 
lighted all the way and is no doubt 
the most traveled highway in the 
State of Alabama. The Lord was 
surely with them in purchasing this 
fine location for only fourteen thou- 
sand dollars. It could, no doubt, be 
sold now for much more. On this site 
Alabama expects to build a huge taber- 
nacle, and the ministers and laity in 
the State will be privileged to build 
cottages in which to camp during 
the camp meeting. Watch Alabama! 
They have the opportunity now to 
build one of the greatest campgrounds 
in the movement, and put on one of 
the greatest camp meetings. 


MICHIGAN BUYING AND 
BUILDING 


I have received a very encouraging 
letter from Brother Houston R. More- 
head, overseer of Michigan. They are 





in the evangelistic and building busi- 


ness on a big scale. I wish I had 
space to tell you in detail of the many 
fine prospects and new buildings that 
he wrote about, but to say the least, 
they are buying and building—some 
very fine modern church houses, which 
I am sure will be a great stimulant to 
the work in that state. To go into 
details of the many great things hap- 
pening throughout the Church of God 
would take all the pages of the Evan- 
gel this week. We will, therefore, have 
to be conservative in our reporting. 


THEY RECOGNIZED NO DEFEAT 

I should like to mention, however, 
the building program of the Church 
of God in Carmi, Illinois, under the 
leadership of their pastor, J. L. 
Summers. A few weeks ago they were 
almost ready to enter into their newly 
constructed thirty - thousand - dollar 
building, but one night it caught fire 
and was almost completely destroyed. 
I was not there but I can imagine how 
discouraged Brother Summers and his 
church felt as they viewed the ruins 
of their burned building. But did they 
quit? No, they kept fighting, and will 
soon have their building rebuilt. 

Another outstanding achievement 
in our building program is the efforts 
of Brother Ray Hughes, a young man 
about twenty-two years old. He went 
into a new field, in the state of 
Illinois, and has built an approximate 
fifteen-thousand-dollar building where 
there was no church. This young man, 
full of faith and works, met many 
discouraging features and suffered for 
the cause but would not take “No” 
for an answer nor recognize any 
defeat. God bless a young man that 
has such zeal and determination as 
Ray possesses.

THE WISE MEN 

Some wise men who lived in the far 
East, who studied the stars, one night 
saw a new Star, and somehow God let 
them know that this meant a new 
king was born, which was Christ. No 
doubt they expected Him to be born in 
Jerusalem, in a king’s palace, and 
kings and queens and attendants of 
high standing would be there, bombs 
bursting, guns shooting, church bells 
ringing, whistles blowing, and every- 
thing to welcome the king.

Oh, why did they have to make a 
two-hundred-mile journey when the 
way of travel was so hard and they 
were only poor people?

This news as- 
tonished all those that heard it. 
Among those who heard the news was 
Herod the king. This unwelcome news 
troubled the king. He became jealous, 
ticipating that this Babe would be- 
me king and throw him out, and he, 
possessing the power, was determined 
to destroy Him. So he deceitfully told 
the wise men to find out where the 
Babe was so he could go and worship 
Him. But God frustrated this move of 
his and after they had found the Babe 
and made Him fine presents, He di- 
rected them to return to their homes 
taking another highway than the one 
they had travelled to see _ the 
Babe. At this same time God appeared 
unto Joseph in a dream and told him 
to take Mary his wife and flee into the 
land of Egypt with the Babe. Early 
next morning Joseph made ready and 
took his family into the land of Egypt 
and dwelt there until the death of 
Herod.

There was no room for Christ in the 
inn, neither was there any room for 
Him in the hearts of many of the peo- 
e; also today many people do not 
“ve room for Christ in their hearts. 
ike Herod, as soon as Jesus began 
o His lifework, the rulers became 
alous because the crowds followed 
Jesus instead of them. They would 
not have Him to rule over them or to 
have any part in their hearts. They 
persecuted Him continually, even to 
the end, when they nailed Him to the 
cross, believing that would be the end 
of Him. But God frustrated these 
plans of theirs and on the third day 
sent an angel who rolled the stone 
from the tomb, and Jesus arose there- 
from, appeared to the apostles at 
various times for forty days, then as- 
ded into heaven before their eyes, 
hing all these facts by these 
and other witnesses who were with 
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Him from His calling of the apostles 
until His resurrection. 

If Jesus had not arisen, then our 
hopes of a resurrection would be in 
vain, and our preaching would be for 
naught. We would have no hope be- 
yond the grave. We would have no 
room in our hearts for Him, as there 
was no room in the inn for Him. But, 
praise the Lord, He lives in our hearts 
if we have been born again, born of 
the Spirit after the birth of the flesh. 

If we follow the teachings of the 
Bible we will see that those who step 
in the footprints of Jesus must suffer 
persecution, for when Jesus told Peter 
and his brethren to “follow me,” it 
meant more than just following Him 
because of the miracles He did in 
feeding the thousands and curing the 
sick and raising the dead; it meant 
that some of them, if not all, must 
suffer with Him. Those who opened 
their hearts and made room therein 
for Him, He abode with them and 
went with them to their suffering end.

This created the necessity of Joseph 
and Mary journeying to Bethlehem. 
While there Jesus was born and thus 
the prophecy was fulfilled. Think of 
the mighty Augustus whose empire 
extended from the Rhine and the Don 
to the deserts of Africa, and from the 
shores of the Atlantic to the Eu- 
phrates; by whose throne stood, for
